fa and six others guilty Sunday 
of a massive scheme to defraud

Hoffa, a trustee of the pension 


fund, was convicted in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court on four counts of 
fraud and conspiracy and faces 
20 years in prison and an $11,000 
fine. 


Each codefendant was .found 


guilty of at least one fraud 
charge and one of conspiracy. 


The indictment 
included 20 


mail fraud charges and one con- 
spiracy charge. 


The men specifically were 


convicted 
of 
fraudulently 
a 


-ranging more than $20 million in 
loans from the pension fund and 
diverting more than $1 million 
to their own use. 


Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy 


hailed the decision and compli- 
mented the jury and prosecu- 
tors in a statement from his 
summer home in Hyannis Port, 
Mass. 


Hoffa faces a maximum sen- 


tence of $1,000 fine and 
five 


years on each of the 
fraud 


counts and 
$10,000 and 
five 


years on the conspiracy count. 


It was 
Hoffa's fifth feeral 


prosecution since 1957—and his 
second loss in six months. In 
February he was sentenced to 


U eight years in prison and fined 


$10,000 at Chattanooga, Tenn., 
for attempting to bribe a jury, 
He has appealed that convic- 
tion.

ROCHESTER, N.Y. (AP)— 


This riot-scarred city emerged 
today from a bloody weekend of 
racial violence with four dead, 
hundreds of injured and mas- 
sive property damage. An un- 
easy peace was backed by a 
combat-ready force of National 
Guardsmen.

ROCHESTER, N.Y. (AP)-An 


exhausted firemen felled ;,by 
heavy smoke was wheeled from 
a flaming house in Rochester's 
riot-wrecked Negro section. 


"He should have got burned 


up long ago," a Negro boy said. 


Here in the brilliant, sunshine 


of a Sunday* afternoon the boy 
and hundreds of other Negroes 
had watched a gruesome dra- 
ma. 
; 


A helicopter' being used to 


spot potential vriot activity had 
hit the peaked gable of 'the 
frame house, fallen to' the' side- 
walk, exploded and burned. The 
white pilot was killed. Two per- 
sons in the house, presumably 
Negroes, b'urned to death. 


For some in the crowd, the 


spectacle- was sickening 
and 


sobering. They were mainly old- 
er people) A minister, a chef, a 
mechanic. But the young fel- 
lows,-the lean and well-muscled 
teen-agers and men in their ear- 
ly 20s, shed no tears. 


Their attitude throughput riot- 


ing that began Friday night has 
been one of militant reckless- 
ness.' There is a bravado to 
them—and the chill quality of 
boys .who have .begun to believe 
that life is a one way road to 
death ;,and jttiey are on it, put 
there by white men.

The growth of Hope's Munici- 


pal Electric .System has been 
phenomenal since the old gen- 
erating plant was put on stand- 
by service. The annual increase 
load during the past seven years, 
has been over 14 per cent, while 
the national growth for electric 
utilities has been less than 8 per- 
cent. 


In July 1957, the last year the 


light plant was operated, the 
peak load, which also occurred 
in July, was 4,224 kilowatts, and 
the total kilowatt hours used 
were 2,033,000. The record load 
this month was more than dou- 
ble this figure and the kilowatt 
hours used were almost ex- 
actly doubled. 


In explaining the reasons for 


the unusual growth, Mr. Med- 
ders said that quite a lot of it 
is due to new industrial loads 
and increase in existing indus- 
trial and commercial loads. He 
said, however, that the system 
load was poorly developed at 
the beginning of this period due 
to lack of plant capacity and 
poor voltage conditions through- 
out the system. The system has 
now been almost fully rebuilt 
and can handle heavy loads and 
furnish good voltage at almost 
any point in the area. He said 
that the Hope Water & Light 
Plant had been, and will contin- 
ue to work closely with dealers 
in promoting full use of elec- 
tric power.
